CLOSE TO THE VEST 

IN AM ELECTION YEAR politicians play 
1 their cards pretty close to their vests until 
the showdown comes, at the last minute. 
But if you read their speeches closely enough 
sometimes you can sometimes guess what 
cards they hold in their hands. 

, At Ottawa they have to be especially cate- 
ful just now. Not only is there an election 
campaign Just ahead, but there is something 
infinitely larger Just over the horizon, a day’s 
travel to the south. There Is the New Deal 
at Washington. Everything that Canadian 
statesmen do must be conditioned by It. 
Never for a moment can lt be left out of their 
calculations. __ 

At Washington the New Deal Is in the 
course of another major manoeuvre. It is 
moving to the Right, away from Its more 
radical prophets. And almost instantly you 
can dee the reaction In Ottawa. You can 
almost hear the sigh of relief in the East 
Block, where they never believed In the eco¬ 
nomics of the New Deal anyway. 

The last few days have made that very 
clear. Encouraged by Mr. Roosevelt’s latest 
shift, the Canadian government--almost un¬ 
noticed by the press and the public—has 
finally rejected the basic New Deal philos¬ 
ophy, the theory of Spending. 

There have been flirtations with this 
theory in the past. In an election year there 
will probably be some lip service to It and 
some public works jf a substantial character. 
But the latest speech of Hon. N orma h 
Rogers, Minister of Labor, makes It per¬ 
fectly clear that the King government Is not 
going In for Spending, doesn’t believe in 
Spending, and thinks that Spending has been 
a definite failure In the United States. 

This is a profoundly Important develop¬ 
ment in our politics and, like most important 
ili'WliUMnenlti la guile Intu In ihe rush nl 
trivialities and In the international crisis. 
It means that the King government Is going 
to stand or fati Irrthts country bn the theory 
that monetary reform is a failure, that re¬ 
covery can come only through private'Tm 
dustry, not through the state, only through 
increased business. Increased trade.

CDREIGN DIPLOMATS SUGGEST THAT 
Relchsfuehrer Hitler and the Polish gov- 
ernment "may” reach an agreement over 
the future ol the Polish Corridor and the 
Free City ol Danzig. They seem to put some 
faith in the Nazi chiefs “assurance" that he 
desires Germany to live in peace with her 
eastern neighbor, that when he said he 
wanted complete annexation of Danzig, a 
German-controlled motor road connecting 
Germany with East Prussia across ths.Polish 
Corridor, and a broad "economic understand¬ 
ing" with Warsaw, he was merely setting 
forth maximum demands—and carefully cir¬ 
culating them- In order to furnish the basis 
of discussion on which a compromise might 
be reached. 

The foregoing comes from Warsaw and. 
aa dispatches of this kind go these days, It 
sounds quite reasonable. But accompanying 
dispatches, also under this day's date line, 
from the Polish capital would seem to Indi¬ 
cate that the republic’s government Is digest¬ 
ing with a large grain of salt anything which 
savors of the customary power politics of 
the Nazi oligarchy in Berlin. Yesterday's 
outburst from Deutsche Diplomatisch-Poli- 
tisehe Korrespondenz -the mouthpiece of the 
German Foreign Office—Is being regarded 
by the Warzawsky, Dziennik Narodvl, the 
organ of the National Democrats, as without 
doubt "the first signal announcing a change

porters of British Columbia lumber and 
forest products generally quite naturally 
limited their purchases to mlnlmunft require¬ 
ments. And the market will remain uncer¬ 
tain as long as rumors of war produce eco¬ 
nomic instability. 

Incidentally, it should be noted that the 
drop in British Columbia's forest products 
sales- in value and volume - can not be attri¬ 
buted to the new trade treaty between Can¬ 
ada and the United States, or the tariff ad¬ 
justments involved in our neighbor’s com¬ 
plementary agreen^rnt with the United King¬ 
dom. Some of our high protectionist friends 
hate figures like the devil hates holy water; 
some of them will probably forget before 
election time that in the first two months of 
this year, under our new treaty with the 
United States, Canada's exports showed a 
most satisfactory increase. 


It will be recalled that as soon as Ger¬ 
many had gathered Memelland into the 
Greater Reich last week the Goebbels propa¬ 
ganda factory in Berlin began a fresh output 
of typical “feelers” for Intensive application 
In Poland. These were followed up yester¬ 
day by the German Foreign Office's mouth¬ 
piece—presumably to Impart semiofficial 
authority to the "literary” technique for 
which the third member of the Nazi trium¬ 
virate already has become infamous—advis 
ing Poland fo turn a deaf ear to “foreign 
sirens,” obviously noted by Polish news 
papers as a direct reference to Great Britain 
and France. These countries, of course, have 
invited the Warsaw government to Join an 
anti-aggression bloc of nations to deal with 
the present policy of German expansion. 

Poland naturally Is fully convinced that 
Germany intends to repossess the Free City 
of Danzig and the Polish Corridor, so that 
the German population of these areas can 
go "home to the Reich.” But the Polish press 
and the Polish people evidently have made 
up their minds to resist. And they have 
been strengthened In their determination by- 
Berlin reports—"invented versions of perse¬ 
cutions" the Warzawsky Dziennik Narodvl 
calls them—that Germans were mistreated 
in Poland. These "methods of German acti¬ 
vity," of course, were pursued in Austria, in 
Czechoslovakia, and in the remains of that 
republic after its emasculation at Munich. 

Small wonder, then, that the Poles, un¬ 
certain of Germany's Intentions, In spite of 
formal assurances given to their government 
only two days ago that Poland had nothing to 
fear fromthe Retch, are driving (Of .what is 
termed a "psychological mobilization” 
throughout the republic. Thus the newspaper 
to which we have referred says, in Its warn¬ 
ing reply to Deutsche Dlplomatlsch-Polltische 
Korrespondenz, thst Germany "will find us 
prepared for any change.”

But%the same author In the same article com¬ 
plains that, vague and dilatory as was the 
policy of the United Kingdom, the policies of 
the Dominions, at any rate as regards central 
and eastern Europe, have been even more 
vague and dilatory. Only one Dominion, that 
of New Zealand, pledged itself to an auto¬ 
matic guarantee of CzechdsIbVaRTa’s terri¬ 
torial integrity. “But It is safe to say that 
when the time came, no government in the 
Commonwealth was more loath to plunge its 
jkiopie into war.” 

And it Is impossible, as this writer points 
out, for any Dominion in the Commonwealth 
to have no foreign policy toward! Europe: 
either a Dominion must accept its policy from 
someone else, or It must have a positive 
policy of its own. Isolationism is possible 
only for countries that are so strong as to be 
unassailable, and for those that are safe be¬ 
hind the shelter of some powerful state 
whose clients they art. Canada is in a 
peculiar position, because it could regard 
Itself as the client of the United States, as an 
alternative to regarding itself as the client 
of Great Britain. At a time when the United 
States was itself cultivating isolationism, this 
“North American” alternative seemed to hold 
out some attraction for those pf our people 
who are inclined towards isolationism them¬ 
selves. But with the United States Itself 
forced to take a major and active part in the 
druggie for the maintenance of freedom, 
Uw«* aaemn to be little more hope of evading 
trouble—if that can be described as a hope— 
by attaching ouraelves to the orbit of Wash¬ 
ington than by remaining in that of West¬ 
minster.

MELBOURNE, Australia (CP- 
Reuters)—Plans to establish a 
war reserve of 90,000 men from 
the Australian Great War forces 
and British army veterans were 
announced Tuesday by Geoffrey 
Street, minister of defence.

Australian history that men 
other than profesalonal soldiers 
will volunteer In peace time 
under an undertaking to serve 
In war. Even under the old com¬ 
pulsory military training system 
Australians were not engaged 
for war. Trained men volute 
leered for the Great War. 

There will be two classes. 
Physically fit men between the 
ages of 18 and 45 will serve in 
front line units. Men between 
45 and 60 years wUl be used for 
garrison, communication, ait 
ministrati ve and training units.' 

The reservists will attend two 
muster parades a year and win 
be paid five shillings for each 
parade.
